deadliest ever experienced in the 
Illinois fields. The toll exceeded 
that at Centralia, -Ill., where 111 
miners were killed in 1947. In 
1909, 259 men died at Cherry, Il. 

The most disastrous coal mine 
aecident on record was that at 
Monongah, W. Va., in 1907, which 
took 361 lives. 

All but one of the bodies have 
been brought out of the pit, Mine 
Superintendent John R. Foster 
said. The body of James O. Can- 
trell, assistant night manager, 
was found pinned under a fall of 
rock. Still more rock fell at this 
point later, burying a marker | 
placed to indicate where the body 
lay. Workers said it. would take 
several hours to remove the 
dzbris.

survivors. Behind them came the 
“fresh-air” men who, working 
without masks, reinforced the 
temporary stops. 

The volunteers, including broth- 
ers, sons and fathers of the 
trapped miners, labored fever- 
ishly. They carried bodies one to 
two miles under ground. Rescue 
operations were speeded late last 


night when state mine inspectors. 


approved a plan to shorten the 

under-ground rescue route to one 

half a mile. 

Elmer Ice of West Frankfort 
said a cave-in occurred as he and 
two other workers were trying to 
recover the body of a miner par- 
tially buried in debris. 

“We had the body halfway out 
when we heard a creak in the 
rock overhead,” he related. “We 
ran to a cross-tunnel, and just a 
few seconds later there must have 
been 50 tons of rock and dirt 
covering the spot where we had 
been.” 

Ice, who is 50 years old and 
has been a miner for 35 years, 
lost his father, A. J. Ice in a 
mine accident in 1946. 

Lewis, Chapman at Scene. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, and Oscar 
Chapman, Secretary of the In- 
terior, put on helmets and lamps 
and went down into the pit yester- 
day. They emerged i2 minutes 
later with grim expressions and 
went to the temporary morgue at 
the school gymnasium. 

The two entered the morgue 
as the seventieth body was tagged 
“unidentified.” 

Flanked by government and 
mine officials, Lewis and Chap- 
man walked up and down the 
aisles between the bodies resting 
on the floor. At each body the 
union leader stopped and pulled 
aside the cover to look at the face 
of the victim. 

“It just isn’t right,” the shaggy- 
browed union chief muttered as 
he viewed the begrimed face and 
mangled body of one of the vic- 
tims. 

Later Lewis and Chapman 
talked with several undertakers} 
and the cabinet member asked if 

@eath had come quickly. 

“It hits you just like that,” 
Lewis said, snapping his fingers. 
Quick Death for Most. 

A doctor employed by the Chi- 
eago, Wilmington & Franklin 
Coal Co., which owns the mine, 
expressed the opinion that most 
of the men were killed immedi- 
ately by the blast. 

“Some few—about a dozen—” 
died of gas inhalation after they 
had poured water over coal dust 
on the ground and buried their 
faces in an effort to avoid the 
deadly fumes sweeping through 
the passageways after the explo- 
sion, the physician reported. 

Almost all of the bodies bore 
marks indicating.they had been 
hurled against the walls or 
against machinery, he added. 

“Most of the men didn’t know 
what hit them,” the doctor said. 

Lewis and Chapman flew to- 
gether from Washington to St. 
Louis, and completed their jour- 
ney to West Frankfort by auto- 
mobile. Chapman said he came 
here “to see for myself’ what 
the explosion had done. 

“This is a terrible tragedy, 
especially happening as it did at 
Christmas time,” he observed. 

Terming the disaster “a hor- 
rible and awful thing,” Lewis de- 
clared: “This sort of tragedy only 
proves again that the miners’ 
welfare fund has got to have 
more money.” 

More than $250,000,000 has 
been collected for the welfare 
fund, and of this total $100,000,- 
000 already has been distributed. 
New contract negotiations begin 
in January, but Lewis declined 
to indicate what UMW demands 
would be. 

The explosion, which occurred 
about 7:30 o’clock Friday night, 
“definitely” was caused by gas, 
Walter Eadie, director of the Illi- 
nois Department of Mines and 
Minerals, declared.

A bomb exploded on the roof 
‘at Joe Simpkins, Inc., Wellston 
‘Ford agency, early yesterday, sev- 
eral hours after an employes’ 
‘Christmas party 
about 100 persons had broken up. 
There was no one in the building 
at the time of the explosion. 

The blast knocked out a small 
section of concrete block side 
wall, splintered the side of a 
second-story office section of the 
agency and smashed furniture in 
the office. There was no, esti- 
mate of the damage, which in- 
cluded smashed windows in 
dwellings in an area of one block. 

Last Oct. 19 a garage at the 
home of Josepn Simpkins, 7848 
Greensfelder lane, University 
City, head of the Simpkins agen- 
cy, was bombed, damaging an au- 
tomobile and shaking neighbor- 
ing homes. Simpkins said he 
Was unable to actount for that 
bombing or yesterday’s blast. 

Simpkins today announced his 
firm will pay a $5000 reward for 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of those respon- 
sible for yesterday’s explosion. 

Bomb Thrown on Roof. 

Patrolman Vernon Peters said 
the bomb, apparently of dyna- 
mite, was thrown on a one-story 
roof section of the agency, at 
Valle and Easton avenues. Peters 
found the outer covering of a 25- 
foot section of fuse near the point 
of explosion. The fuse, dangling 
from the roof, apparently had 
been lighted from the ground and 
burned an estimated 15 minutes 
before the blast shook the neigh- 
borhood at 3:15 a.m. 

Seven large windows were shat- 
tered in the home of Edward 
Benden, 1514 Valle avenue, and 
in other houses nearby. The Well- 
ston Fire Department responded, 
but there was no fire at the blast 
scene. 

About 75 feet from where the 
bomb exploded, Patrolman Peters 
found pieces of another dynamite 
bomb against the wall of the 
Simpkins agency. There were six 
sticks of dynamite, 25 feet of 
fuse and a length of friction tape. 
Some of the dynamite sticks were 
broken and showed signs of hav- 
ing been out in the weather. Po- 
lice think the dynamite was 
placed there a week ago, but ap- 
parently had not been lighted. 

Fire Breaks Out Near Agency. 

Three hours after the bombing, 
fire was discovered at the Turken 
Plumbing and Hardware Supply 
Co.. 6333-35 Easton avenue, about 
half a block from the Simpkins 

agency. Firemen said there is a 
possibility the explosion was the 
indirect cause of the fire. 

Police Capt. Charles J. O’Toole, 
of the Wellston Department, said 
the blaze is thought to have been 
started by sparks escaping from a 
loose furnace pipe, which may 
have been shaken apart by the 
bomb explosion. Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Cohen and their daughter, 
Lila, who live above the store, 
fled from their apartment after 
discovering the flames. Damage 
was extensive, but there was no 
monetary estimate of the loss.

Rescuers said eight bodies 
found near Sanders were “still 
warm.” Those men apparently 
died only a short time earlier, 
John Foster, a foreman said. 

W. W. Lamont, hospital super- 
intendent, said at least six bodies 
removed today were men who had 
been alive as late as this morning.

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ARISTMAS PARTY 
~—-FIRE DEATHS RISE 
TO-41 AT THUAN 


Most of Victims Children | 


and Toll Is Expected 
to Go Higher—Scenes 


of Horror. 


TIJUANA, Mexico, Dec. 24 
(AP)—Forty-one or more persons, 
most of them children, died in a 
Christmas party fire that swept 
through a Tijuana civic auditori- 
um with almost incredible rapid- 
ity shortly before midnight Satur- 
day. 

Screams of trapped children 
and women turned the gay party 
for the city’s needy into a scene 
of horror. Burned and broken 
bodies still were being examined 
today in an effort to complete an 
accurate count. There .were un- 
official estimates that the number 


of dead might range up to 90 
or more. 

District Attorney Francisco 
Gastanon Jr., who announced 
the official estimate. said he be- 
lieve dit was the highest toll of 
deaths in a single fire in the his- 
tory of Mexico. 

Eighty-eight who escaped from 
the burning, three-story building 
downstairs to a single doorway, 
were treated for burns at the 
Miguel Aleman hospital. Officials 
said the only fire escape was not 
only locked but boarded up. 

Thirty-three still were in the 
hospital, five or six on the verge 
of death, doctors said. 

Among the 33 were 19 children. 
Officials said this probably indi- 
cates the ratio of children among 
the dead. 

Only 26 of the bodies had been 
identified early today. 

The annual party for needy 
children was in full swing when 
its joy was turned to terror at 
11:15 o’clock Saturday night. 

There were differing accounts 
of how the fire started. Tijuana 
Fire Chief Gill Chidez declared 
that someone was criminally re- 
sponsible. He did not elaborate. 
Everyone agreed the _ flames 
spread with terrible speed from 
near the location of a Christmas 
tree, 

As panic took hold among the 
300 or 400 persons in the third 
floor hall of the old Coliseum 
building, three blocks from Ti- 
juana’s gay main street, the lights 
went out. 

Many of the bodies were found 
in two rest rocms into which the 
victims apparently had been 
pushed by the crowds surging to- 
ward the exits. 

Others piled up and died on 
the stairway. 

The confusion was increased by 
frantic mothers and fathers try- 
ing to get into the building to 
save children. Firemen arrived 
(aided later by fire fighters from 
California) but-there-was no pres- 
sure in the water mains. 

United States Navy -men in 
Tijuana for a Saturday night of 
recreation smashed windows and 
helped pull children out. 

Some of the survivors said two 
rowdies knocked over the Christ- 
mas tree on the stage and that 
the flames apparently started 
from shorted electric lights. 

The district attorney, who also 
acts aS coroner, said his investi- 
gation indicated that the fire 
started under stairs behind the 
stage, possibly from a cigarette. 


PLOT TO DYNAMITE 
CATHOLIC CHURCH 
IN MIAMI FAILS 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 24 (AP)—A 
stick of dynamite of the same 
make and strength as that used 
in six recent Jewish synagogue 
dynamitings was left on the steps 
of SS. Peter and Paul Catholic 
Church early yesterday, but failed 
to explode. 

Chief of Police Walter E. Head- 
lye said the fuse had smoldered 
for a few minutes but it couldn’t 
have gone off because the fuse 
wasn’t correctly seated in the 
dynamite. He called it an “ama- 
teur job” and said police had 
established a definite relation to 
the recent dynamiting attempts 
at synagogues. 

Coral Gables Police Chief Wil- 
liam G. Kimbrough said an anony- 
mous telephone call to his home 
warned ofthe dynamiting attempt. 

Yesterday’s dynamiting attempt 
was the tenth case reported to 
police in the Miami area since 
last June,

anied by abolition of weapons of 

ate and cupidity and of over- 
weening lust for prestige.” 
Offers Aid of Vatican. 

The Pontiff offered both the 
East and the West the good offices 
of the Holy See to help bring 
about a lasting peace. In unusually 
strong terms, the Pope criticized 
both the East and West for their 
incessant talk of peace while ig- 
noring what he described as the 
basic cause of world dissension— 
a lack of Christian principles. 

He said the church is faced on 
one hand by those who demand 
abandonment of her “supposed 
neutrality” and on the other hand 
by those who demand her neu- 
trality. Neither group “has a cor- 
rect idea of the place of the 
church in the midst of the world’s 
great events,” he said. 

The Catholic Church, the Pope 
declared, is a “religious and not 
a political institution.” 

“Political men and sometimes 
churchmen,” he said, “who would 
intend to make of the spouse of 
Christ (the church) their ally 
would violate the very essence of 
the church.” 

Lack of Vision Criticized. 

The Pope described many world 
leaders as “poor, short-sighted 
men whose little field of vision 


does not go beyond the possibil- 


economic potential. 


“How can they form the slight- 
est idea of the worth and impor- 
tance of religious authority for the 
solution of the peace problem?” 
he asked. “Superficial minds, un- 
able to see in all their reality 
and fullness the value and the 
creative power in Christianity, 
how can they help being skepti- 


cal and disdainful of the power 


of the church for peace? 


“But others, and please God 
they are the majority, will see 
with more or less awareness that 
denying to the religious authority 
of the church her competence in 
effective action for the peace 
has but made more desperate the 
tragic condition of the troubled 
modern world.” 

Mourns Passing of Liberty.

This is an interesting vision— 
the vast sterling market. opened 
to the United States, the vast 
American market opened to the 
sterling countries, in a union of 
English-speaking people, more ap- 
propriate in many ways than a 
union of diverse European coun- 
tries, comprising an immense cen- 
ter of power and stability. 

No doubt this vision is wholly 
impractical, for all sorts of eco- 
nomic, political and emotional 
reasons. Yet surely it is time to 
think very seriously about ways 
in which the British economic 
disease itself can be dealt with, 
if only in order that British 
power, the indispensable asset of 
the United States in the world 
struggle, should cease to be a 
wasting asset. 

It is certainly true that 
Churchill himself has thought 
long and hard about the inner 
nature of the relationship be- 
tween the United States and the 
British Empire and Common- 
wealth. And it is therefore just 
possible that when Churchill 
comes to Washington the rabbit 
in his hat may have a rather 
startling shape.

The noted prelate told soldiers 
attending a midnight Christmas 
mass not far behind the battle 
line “My longing to be with our 
soldiers is outmeasured only by 
the yearning of their own loved 
ones... | 

“I go humbly in their stead, 
bringing to dearest sons their 
mothers’ deep devotion, their fa- 
thers’ blessing, the love of faith- 
ful wives and cherished children, 
and from all of us I bring fervent 
prayers and pledges to work to 
be worthy of the peace that oth- 
ers of America’s precious sons 
died to gain .. .” 

Challenge Met. 

The men who have died in Ko- 
rea were as eager to live as 
every boy, said the cardinal. But 
“from out of a thousand towns 
and city blocks, from factories 
and fields of our fair land, our 
young sons answered. Stalwart- 
hearted, stern-faced they went 
to meet the challenge of brute 
force on foreign soil... 

“Brighter than inferno’s flamer 
of hate burns the flame of love: 
stronger than chains of slaves are 
the bonds of freedom, and Ameri- 
ca’s fair dream of liberty for all 
mankind can still come true if 
men heed the lesson of Christmas 
and our soldiers’ giving .. .” 

The cardinal began his tour of 
the war zone with mass at First 
Corps headquarters where he met 
600 American soldiers individual- 
ly. Then, in a light plane, he 
flew until sundown, making stops 
at six U.N. posts and meeting 
personally soldiers of 11 nations. 

Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
United States Eighth Army com- 
mander, and Lt. Gen. John W. 


Corps, accompanied the cardinal 
in light planes. 
Addressed Soldiers. 

At each stop the cardinal ad- 
dressed soldiers and shook hands 
with every man, asking his name 
and home town. He promised 
soldiers he would write to rela- 
tives on his return. 

“One of the things that ap- 
pealed greatly was the cardinal 
telling the men he would write 
to their families,” said Maj. Gen. 
Willard G. Wyman, commander 
of the Ninth Corps. “I can’t say 
too much for the value of such a 
visit.”

Plea to Murray. 
Truman then reached Philip 
Murray, CIO president, at Pitts- 
burgh, and urgently pleaded with

call off the threatened strike. 

Truman went out of this way 
to point out that the “dope 
stories” which take a narrow in- 
terpretation of the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board’s powers “are not 
to be relied on.” 

This unusual reference was a 
clear suggestion to the WSB not 
to be too tight-fisted in consid- 
ering the wage demands of the 
steel workers. 

The President also served no- 
tice on Price Stabilizer Michael 
V. Di Salle that he wanted him 
to hold up his end of the deal 
if the steel strike is called off. 
Steel Firms Reassured. 

“The law and regulations as- 
sure that the steel companies will 
get price increases if they are 
entitled to them,” the President 
said. “No other advance assur- 
ances are necessary.” 

The President might have to 

find himself another price stabil- 
izer before this part of his Christ- 
mas program is enacted. 
Di Salle has increased prices 
reluctantly in the past, as in the 
case. of machine tools, but only 
because Defense Mobilizer Charles 
E. Wilson was twisting his arm. 
He is in a sulky mood about steel 
prices. He has before him a study 
purporting to show that the steel 
industry can absorb a substantial 
wage increase without suffering 
hardships under the OPS formula. 
The 18-member WSB will play 
a key role in the crisis. 

‘Middle-of-Road’ Members. 
Six of its members represent 
labor, six industry and the other 
six the public. The influence of 
the public members, who are dedi- 
cated to the “middle of the road,” 
will loom importantly in whatever 
recommendations the board makes. 
The board was created by ex- 
ecutive order of the President 
under the Defense Mobilization 
Act of 1950. 

Unlike the old War Labor 
Board, the powers of the WSB 
are very limited. 

There are two ways in which 
the WSB can take jurisdiction 
in a wage dispute. 

The President can certify a 
collective bargaining dispute as 


the steel workers if they would 


be good boys about the strike that threatens to close; the industry 


can take jurisdiction if both par- 
ties to a dispute agree to submit 
their case to the board. The 
parties are not bound to accept 
the board’s recommendations un- 
less they agree specifically in ad- 
vance to the bound by them. 

The board has certain formulas 
for determining whether a wage 
increase can be granted without 
destroying the pattern of eco- 
nomic stabilization. These formu- 
las are based on cost-of-living fig- 
ures, inequities between indus- 
tries, and so forth. 

Elastic Formulas. 

While the formulas appear at 
times to be rigid, they can be 
made very elastic. 

The steel strike threat has been 
based on the assumption that the 
board could not permit an in- 
crease of more than 5 or 6 cents 
an hour for the steel workers. 

Actually, many economists be- 
lieve, the board can stretch its 
own formulas to permit a recom- 
mendation of from 12 to 15 cents 
an hour, if there is the right 
kind of pressure from the White 
House. 

The public members of the 
WSB, once the President asks 
them to take jurisdiction in the 
steel dispute, will probably be 
put in the position of resolving 
the extreme positions of the labor 
members of the board, who will 
be adept at finding loopholes in 
the stabilization formula, and the 
industry members, who will be 
slightly astigmatic to these loop- 
holes. 

Nathan B. Feinsinger, professor 
of law at the University of Wis- 
consin, and a former member of 
the old War Labor Board, is 
chairman of the WSB and will be 
in charge of the difficult task of 
finding the middle road in this 
dispute.

And then comes the clear idea, bright as the 
star over the stable: It is just because there has 
always been the temptation to bitterness that 
men have so long celebrated Christmas, the feast 
of friendship. In darkness, there is need for 
light, star-light. 

That is why Vergil, celebrating the Saturnalia, 
wrote a song of hope, and Catullus bade them 
take away the water and bring on the wine. The 
snow of bitterness was deep and the wolves 
prowled through the Paris streets when Master 
Villon stood before the roaring fire and bade 
Frenchmen be brave and gay. When grouchy, 
grumpy Oliver Cromwell forbade the keeping of 
Christmas under penalty of prison, why, John 
Evelyn and md@hy another stout Englishman cele- 
brated all the more heartily. And so down to our 
own century. There is the London Times’ report 
of that World War I Christmas Eve... . 

. . how there was singing on one side an- 
swered by the other, and how the men rose 
and advanced to meet each other as if they 
had been released from a spell. Everyone 
who tells of it speaks also of his own won- 
der as if he had seen a miracle; and some 
say that the darkness became strange and 
beautiful with lights as well as music, as if 
the armies had been gathered together there 
not for war but for the Christmas feast... . 
The powers and the principalities, of course, 

could countenance nothing of that sort. Field 
Marshal Lord French issued orders to prevent 
any recurrence. But whatever the necessities of 
nations and of governments, the soldiers had to 
make it clear that in their own individual hearts 
they stood not for death, but for life. 

* * * 

It is Christmas which peculiarly brings out 
this courage and this hope. Other days come and 
go, but there is always the return of Christmas 
—and the re-assertion of friendship and com- 
passion over envy and hate. 

It has to be that way. Men do believe in the 
promise of the herald angels. In their gropihgs, 
they may not find peace and good will. But 
they believe in them. They want them. And they 
must assert this -faith and this desire. That’s 
why Christmas. That is why the old symbols are 
ever fresh and new. 

So, an end to bitter thoughts, and so on with 
the wrapping of the gold and silver paper 
around the last gifts. A surcease to thoughts of 
A-bomb bursts while the last gaudy bursts of 
glass and light go up on the tree. A respite from 
talk of inflation while the ribboned wreaths are 
hung on doors and windows.

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To Avert a Steel Strike 


Chances of averting—or at least postponing— 
a steel strike looked good the morning before 
Christmas. President Truman has submitted 
the United Steel Workers’ request for a 15-cent 
hourly increase to the Wage Stabilization Board. 

Since the CIO originally urged that this board 
be empowered to pass on wage disputes, it 
seemed a reasonable assumption that the union 
would wait for its decision. The steel com- 
panies are ready to do likewise. 

The President has the further power to in- 
voke the Taft-Hartley Act. This could mean 
an automatic 80-day wait under court injunction. 
But it would be much better if the dispute were 
settled without this more drastic action. 

So far as the terms of a Wage Stabilization 
Board settlement are concerned, it is to be 
hoped that it will be in line with wage and 
price ‘control regulations. The Post-Dispatch 
already has indicated the possibility of a wage 
increase of around 10 cents an hour without an 
increase in the price of steel. The union leaders 
certainly should think twice about holding out 
for a larger increase at the cost or inflation 
controls and a probable rise in prices. 

Both the union and the companies should 
think of the consequences of a halt in the pro- 
duction of so vital a commodity as steel for no 
other reason than inability to agree on wages.

Questions, for Greater St. Louis 


Figures of the census of growing metropoli- 
tan St. Louis, issued recently, are not. “just a 
batch of statistics.” They have a vital import for 
the whole bi-state community. They carry with 
them a series of big question marks, which 
greater St. Louis must ponder—and answer. 
Some of these questions are: 

How will the physical problems of this spread- 
ing super-city be handled? The sewers? The 
highways? Schools? Parks and playgrounds?. 

How can adequate and rapid transportation be 
furnished? How about the other utility services 
as homes and industries spread out? 

What sensible pattern of good housing can be 
established, ranging from modern low-rent apart- 
ments in the central city to garden homes in the 
suburbs? 

How can the present motley mixture of local 
governments be untangled in a reasonable and 
acceptable manner? 

And, as one important special phase, how 
shall we deal with the serious problems posed 
by the sharply increasing but highly concen- 
trated Negro population? 

What bearing will this concentrated Negro 
group have on the taxable wealth, the politics, 
and the general pattern of development of the 


two largest cities, St. Louis and East St. Louis? . 


As these central cities encounter costly prob- 
lems, what will be the effect on the whole metro- 
politan community? What can be done to meet 
the pressing need for better educational and 
recreational facilities for Negroes—and notably, 
for better housing for them? 

The census figures show that metropolitan 
St. Louis is growing rapidly but the big growth 
is in the suburbs. The two big cities have lost 
white population in the last decade, but have 


be 


gained sharply in Negro population. Planners 
and economists predict, with good logic, that 
the metropolitan district will gain many more 


people, including many more Negroes, in the j 


next two or three decades, Greater St. Louis 
needs to find answers for the foregoing ques- 
tions and many others. 
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Blame Can Be Fixed 


Worse than Centralia. 

That is the tragic fact about the disaster at 
Orient Mine No. 2 of the Chicago, Wilmington 
and Franklin Coal Co.’s mine at West Frank- 
fort. One hundred and eleven miners died in 
the Centralia blast in 1947. 
many bodies have been taken from the vast 
tomb at West Frankfort. 


Already it is possible to fix portions of the 
responsibility for this horror, which makes ‘the 
Christmas season at West Frankfort an occa- 
sion for deepést grief. Those who must share 
in the blame include the following: 


1. Members of the Dlinois Legislature. 

After the Centralia disaster the Assembly at 
Gov, Stevenson’s request, at Springfield, took 
the mine inspection service out of politics and 
put it on a merit basis. But the legislators did 
not enact a modern mine safety code. Gov. 
Stevenson caused such a code to be drawn up 
but the Legislature showed no interest in it. 

2. Members of Congress. 


Almost immediately after the Centralia disas- 
ter, legislation was introduced at Washington 
to put teeth in the federal mine safety code. 
This legislation languished when the Republi- 
cans were in control of Congress and has done 
no better under Democratic control. Since fed- 
eral inspectors made safety recommendations 
which were. not followed, it can be reasoned 
that this blast might not have occurred if Con- 
gress had given the federal inspectors authority 
to close the West Frankfort mine. 


3. The Chicago, Wilmington and Franklin Coal

This company knew it operated a gaseous 
mine. It had not either sealed off or ventilated 
abandoned workings. It had not taken steps 
to keep air which passed near abandoned work- 
ings from being used again in other parts of 
the mine. It treated the federal mine inspec- 
tion recommendations as “controversial.” It 
ran the risk and men have paid with their lives.

For some reason, which must be largely per- 
sonal if not political, the head of the U.M.W.A.

The state inspection service had approved the 
mine for operation and made no recommenda- 
tions for other safety regulations as recently as 
Dec. 11.

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The Season of Ching 


A lot of people think of this time of year as 
the Christmas holidays.

Dr. Henry G. Bennett, who was killed in a 
plane crash with 20 other persons in Iran, may 
not have been known so well in America as in 
much of the rest of the world. For his job as 
director of the Point Four program was not 
as well publicized in this country as it should 
have been for its importance in other places, 
and in our foreign policy generally. 

Few men were as qualified to direct the pro- 
gram of technical and economic assistance to 
backward areas. Dr. Bennett was an authority 
on agriculture, with emphasis on control of river 
waters. He understood that the self-help pro- 
gram should never be a “give-away” program. 
But the head of Oklahoma A. and M. College 
felt deeply that a small American investment 
overseas would increase living standards there, 
make friends for America and, in the end, de- 
crease the necessity for United States support. 


As one example, Dr. Bennett stated that if 
German agriculture alone could be increased 
by only 1 per cent for three years, it would 
cut down American expenditures there by rmhore 
than $20,000,000 a year. And what he sought 
to do for Western Germany, he tried to do 
with the inadequate Point Four funds which 
Congress gave him for the Middle East, southern 
Asia, Africa and South America. 

Dr. Bennett has been described as a realist 
with imagination. Realism alone is necessary 
to acknowledge the nation’s loss in a snowstorm 
in Iran.

How the Christmas Tree Grew 


From “4000 Years of Christmas,” by Earl W. Count, Professor of Anthropology, Hamilton

When came the Christmas tree, and 
when did it arrive? 

Mystery blurs the true answer. There 
have been so many speculations about its 
origins that it is best to clear away some 
of the false ideas which have concealed 
whatever of fact is really known. 

To the collection of false ideas we may 
at once assign the widespread notion that 
Martin Luther was out walking one night, 
and the stars suggested to him lights, 
which he then placed upon a fir-tree to 
brighten the Christmas of his son. 

Nor can a good case be made for the 
Yule log as the ancestor of the Christmas 
tree. One favorite notion has been that 
it is the symbol of the Tree of Life which 
stood in the Garden of Eden. 

+ * ~ 


Indeed, in the eighteegth and nineteenth 
centuries, in northern Germany, that is 
precisely the way people regarded it; in 
Hamburg, for instance, you could buy little 
figurines of Adam and Eve and the ser- 
pent, to place under the tree. But this 
idea attached itself to the tree late in its 
history, and then only in a region where 
the tree had not originated. The reason for 
this mistake is worth recording. 

December 24, in the medieval church 
calendar, was Adam-and-Eve'’s day. On 
this day, the people play-acted the legends 
of the Garden of Eden; and before the 
show, the actors trooped through the town, 
with Adam carrying the Tree of Life, on 
which apples were hung. 

What makes it so hard to state certainly 
just when and where and how the Christ- 
mas tree came into being is the fact that 
the precise event was never written down. 
Furthermore, the veneration of some par- 
ticular tree as being the property or the 
dwelling of a spirit was so widespread and 
so varied among the pagan Europeans, 
that the customs which grew up about it 
have provided a wide range for those who 
like to make guesses. 

We do not have to go back far in time 
to see the peasants of Europe setting up 
and decorating trees on almost every im- 


The May-pole itself was a tree, and it 
even bore the same ornanients which were 
used on the Christmas tree; but garnished 
trees stood also on Shrovetide, Palm Sun- 
day, Easter, Ascension day, Harvest Home, 
St. Martin’s, St. Nicholas’, New Year’s and 
even others. If the tree of Christmas be- 
longs to this family, then somehow and un- 
accountably, it is a lone survivor. 

We do know that the tree is part of 
what the common people contributed to 
Christmas; the church not only did not 
create it, but frowned upon it when it first 
came to attention. 

Even as late as the 1740s, the Rev. Jo- 
hann Konrad Dannhauer of Strasbourg, 
had this to say: “Among other trifles with 
which the people often occupy the Christ- 
mas time more than with God’s word, is 
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also the Christmas or fir tree, which they 
erect in the house, and hang with dolls 
and sugar and thereupon shake and cause 
to lose its bloom. Where the habit comes 
from, I know not. It is a bit of child’s 
play— Far better were it for the children 
to be dedicated to the spiritual cedar tree, 
Jesus Christ.” In this the Roman clergy 
were at one with the Protestant pastor. 
There are many accounts of Christmas 
festivities going back into the Middle 
Ages; but they never mention the Christ- 
mas tree. A forest ordinance from Am- 
merschweier in Alsace, dated 1561, says 


that no burgher “shall have for Christmas 
more than one bush of more than eight 
shoes’ length.” 

This seems to be the first mention of 
anything that can be recognized as the 
tree. In a travel book, dated 1605, there 
is this passage: “At Christmas time in 
Strasbourg they set up fir trees in the 
rooms, and they hang on them roses cut of 
many-colored paper, apples, wafers, gilt, 
sugar, and so on. They make around them 
a four-cornered space, and in front—” here 
the lines fade out. : 

Briefly and simply, the Christmas tree 
seems to have sprung from the devil-defy- 
ing greenery with which long-standing 
tradition of the Northland had decorated 
house and barn at New Year’s. 


The green sometimes took the form of 
a tree-tip hung from the rafters. In some 
places this still is the custom. In Syria, 
Austria, as in other Roman Catholic lands, 
the tip of a fir or a spruce, decorated with 
red strips of paper, apples, and gilded 


nuts, is hung upside down in the corner 
of the living-room known as the “Lord 
God’s Corner.” 

The forest ordinance from Ammer- 
schweier indicates that by the middle of 
the sixteenth century some Alsatians had 
passed from hanging greens to a standing 
tree. In other countries—eastern Ger- 
many, England, Holland, Switzerland, 
Scandinavia, and Russia—the people con- 
structed something out of greenery which 
has been called a “pyramid.” 
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Here is one set of instructions for mak- 
ing it: From the four corners of a wooden 
base, erect some uprights of very moderate 
length, tapering them in together at the 
top. Use this frame on which to tie green- 
ery of boxwood, fir, or pine, colored pa- 
pers, and other decorations. Add candles. 
Top with a tinsel pennant. 

Our lighted and garnished Christmas 
tree apparently came into being when the 
decorated Alsatian fir tree, moving east- 
ward and northward, at last met the light- 
ed pyramid somewhere in Germany. Even 
after this happened (we do not know when 
it took place) all the older forms—pyra- 
mid, holly decorated with an apple, hang- 
ing trees, and others—continued on; the 
pyramid, as late as 1917. 

There is a charming story of how the 
Christmas tree was used in Wittenberg as 
far back as 1737. On Christmas eve, the 
lady of the manor set up as many little 
fir trees as people for whom she had gifts. 

She stood the trees in a row according 
to size, and dressed them richly or slightly, 
in order of size. She placed gifts under 
each, lighted candles on them, and sum- 
moned the household. The largest and 
best-filled trees went to those she loved 
best. Finally came the servants, and to 
each went a humbler tree and gift.

By the later eighteenth century, the 
Christmas tree, now fully ornamented and 
benignly alight, had wandered far and 
wide through hamlets and towns. 

In the early nineteenth century it even 
crossed the eastern frontier into Poland; 
although the Poles have never taken it to 
their hearts as the Germans have. From 
Vienna, the tree journeyed to Prague, and 
today we find it in Britain, Scandinavia, 
the Lowlands and France. 

When was the tree first set up in Amer- 
ica? We really do not know. There are 
some tales about it: For instance, that 
the Hessian soldiers whom King George 
sent over during the Revolutionary War 
celebrated Christmas in the way of their 
homeland while Washington and his Conti- 
nentals were wintering at Valley Forge. 

It is said, furthermore, that a farmer of 
the Catskills, named Mark Carr, in 1851 
first sold Christmas trees in New York 
City. This suggests that by then at least 
part of the United States was so used to 
them that a farmer .could make a profit 
by selling them to city people. 


A CHRISTMAS BOOK: AN ANTHOLOGY FOR MOD- 
, by D. B. Wyndham Lewis and G. C, Heseltine, 
(E. P. Dutton & Co., 324 pages, $3.50.) 


Difficult as it may be to get the warmth 
of Christmas into cold type, there is never- 
theless a Christmas-book industry. A num- 
ber of “suitable” volumes are brought out 
each year, their covers usually over-deco- 
rated and their contents all too often a 
quaint confectionery mess, all too sweet 
for the taste of those who would find in 
Christmas something stronger than tinsel. 

This being the sad state of the literary 
side of the feast of joy, it is good indeed 
that the publishers have brought out a 
new edition of the Christmas Book first 
put together by Mr. Wyndham Lewis and 
Mr. Heseltine in 1928. It is full of the 
essential meaning of Christmas—which,. 
for those who may have forgotten, is re- 
ligious—and it does not contain a Carol 
for the Twelve Christmas Joys of Bond 
Street which, the compilers admit, seems 
long overdue. * 


In the preface to the original edition, 
they warned that there was no place in 
their book for the Santa Claus who be- | 
came “the Victorian nursery substitute for 
the Christ-Child,” nor for the “simili- 
Gothic carol and the Drury Lane wassail- 
ings which stirred Thackeray’s bile.” They 
turned instead to the Medievals as the 
Supreme Court of Christmas Appeal.

spent $13,786,000 to help 24,033 
families in last summer’s Kansas- 
Missouri flood, third biggest dis- 
aster operation in its history. 

It said that in its 70-year ex- 
perience only the Ohio-Mississippi 
flood of 1937 and the Mississippi 
flood of 1927 were greater in 
dollar-cost of relief and rehabili- 
tation. | 

More than $5,000,000 of the 
money spent last summer came 
from a special nation-wide flood 
relief appeal. 

The Red Cross said $11,575,000 
of the total went for building and 
repair of homes and for replace- 
ment of household furnishings. 
It said the final tally of the 
disaster showed 2367 homes de- 
stroyed, 7402 with major dam- 
age, 14,319 with minor damage 
and 7675 affected “slightly” by 
high water. 

More than 21,000 families were 
cared for in the immediate emer- 
gency period of the catastrophe, 
the Red Cross said. Engaged in 
the bigger task of restoring the 
homeless to normal living were 
764 professional Red Cross work- 
ers from 46 states and thousands 
of volunteers from chapters in the 
flood area.

Steel’s Breakeven Point. 
The steel impasse shows that 
the nation’s economic stabiliza- 
tion program is working. At the 
moment, steel is in such great 
demand that steel companies 
could easily raise prices enough 
to meet the situation. But price 
control puts a lid on what the 
company can charge and, thus, 
on what the union can get. Sta- 
bilization doesn’t stop prices and 
wages from rising. But because 
government consent to wage and 
price boosts is necessary, it tem- 
pers the rise. 

Because steel profits have 
turned down, steel companies are 
tough bargainers. Fairless and 
other steel executives are con- 
vinced they must get more for 
their product. Otherwise, in 
years to come, when production

Terror Loses Effect. 
“The terror they (these weap- 
ons) pire in the long run be- 
gins to lose its effect, just like 
any other cause of terror; or at 
least it would not suffice, if the 
occasion should arise, to prevent 
the outbreak of a war, especially 
in those countries where the voice 
of citizens has not sufficient influ- 
ence in the decisions of their 
governments,” the Pontiff as- 
serted. 
“Disarmament, that is to say, 
the simultaneous and reciprocal 
reduction of armaments, which 
we've always hoped for and in- 
voked, is a small guarantee of 
lasting peace if it’s not accompa- 
nied by abolition of hatred, greed | 
and lust for prestige,” the Pontiff 
said. 
“In other words he who unites 
too tightly the question of mate- 
rial arms with the problem of 
peace makes the error of not 
looking upon the primary and 
spiritual aspects of every danger 
of war. He considers only the 
numbers and therefore, although 
he is a friend of peace, he arrives 
too late to save it. 
“If we truly want to avoid war, 
we must first of all cure the 
spiritual anemia of all peoples 
together with the lack of knowl- 
edge of their responsibility before 
God and man, because of the lack 
of Christian order which is the 
only thing valid to assure peace.” 

12 Cardinals at Gathering. 

The Pope spoke in the great 
Consistorial hall of the Vatican 
before 12 cardinals and 1000 prel- 
ates..The languages broadcast in- 
cluded Russian, Czech, Polish, 
Albanian and Hungarian. 
Referring in impassioned tones 
to the persecution the Church has 
experienced and is experiencing 
in the Communist - dominated 
countries, the Pope said: 
“We know very well and we 
deplore with a heart struck by 
sorrow that our invitation to 
peace does not reach vast regions 
of the world where there is a 
‘church of silence.’ ”’ 

“Millions of men cannot openly 
profess their responsibility toward 
God for peace—millions of men 
are not able to exercise their 
Christian pressure in favor of 
moral liberty, in favor of peace, 
because these words—liberty and 
peace—have become an usurped 
monopoly of those who venerate 
strength and are disturbers by 
profession.” 

It was the Pontiff’s thirteenth 
Christmas message since he be- 
came Pope in 1939. He spoke for 
37. minutes, ending with an —, 
tolic tenediction to the city of 
Rome and the world.

Wasting Your Blood 
> ~~ By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OUR body normally destroys your blood fast—so fast that 
¥ you can give at least five pints of blood a year without 

any trouble. So, you are wasting it if you don't give it 
to the Red Cross or your local hospital. 

Your body normally destroys about 10 million red blood 
corpuscles every second and makes new ones to replace those 
destroyed.” This destroyed blood could save lives—those of 
servicemen in Korea or your fellow citizens in your own city. 
, Blood is a vitally unique material for which there is no 
substitute. This is equally true of whole blood and plasma. 
Plasma is the liquid part of the blood, a pale amber fluid 
containing literally dozens of different and very complicated 
chemicals. | 

There are plasma substitutes but none of them works as 
well in a suffering human being as does the real thing.

_ WHEN YOU GIVE BLOOD to’ the Red Cross, the blood 
from some people may be saved to use as whole blood while 
only the plasma from others is used. They are equally im- 
portant. Sometimes people are disappointed that their whole 
blood won't be used and feel that it is second-best blood be- 
cause it will be made into plasma. 

‘That is the wrong slant. You can have gallons of whole 
blood at a base hospital but it’s no good if the victim is dead 
when he gets there. Plasma can be used at tHe front to save 
the life of a serviceman in deep shock. 

When you give blood, there are usually no unpleasant 
symptoms even immediately afterward. Very occasionally 
there is some discomfort, This is temporary; lasting only one 
to three minutes. It is.especially likely to happen if you are 
tired or havén’t eaten for five to eight hours before giving 
your blood. 

You are giving less than one-tenth of the blood in your 
body each time it is drawn. Normally, an average-weight, 
healthy adult has five or more quarts of blood and only one 
pint is drawn off. This is quickly restored in the body. Los- 
ing a pint of blood does not lay a healthy person off from 
that day’s work. : 

The Red Cross and blood banks cannot take blood from 
some people. This refusal more often is to protect the donor 
than to protect the pooled blood.

‘WHEN YOU PRESENT yourself to give blood, you should 
not ‘have éaten any fats in the four-hour period before the 
blood is collected. Instead wait three or four hours after 
eating considerable fat before giving blood. 

‘The feason for this is that, after eating fats, they cir- 
culate temporarily in great quantity in the blood. Such a 
large amount of blood fat makes its processing difficult.

- ‘Thus, if’you find your Red Cross unit busy when you call 


ot stop wasting that blood of yours which will be destroyed, 


Has Downed 12 Red Planes, Is 


Texan Who Won High School 
Ribbon for Chinning Bar —

Tex., back in 1938, he was elected 
" All-Around Boy” of the 
senior class. He also hung up 
another signal honor. He won a 
second place ribbon for chinning 
the bar. A third honor, also a 
ribbon, was for declamation. But 
he hid that one, and no one 
has seen it since. 


The honors young Davis re- 
ceived were based largely on 
scholarship and popularity. He 
played football, but he was so 
small he had, to quote a team 
mate, to run between the oppo- 
sition’s legs.-He was a modest, 
likeable boy. Had he also been 
voted. most likely to succeed, the 
vote would have been based on 
the supposition he would suc- 
ceed, like his father, in farming. 

In short, he was about the 
last boy the class would have 
picked to win the title of Amer- 
ica’s hottest jet ace in a forth- 
coming war, with a record of 12 
Communist planes shot down in 
16 days—nine of them MIGs and 
four of them downed in one day. 


That’s the record chalked up 
by the boy who is. now at the 
age of 31. Maj. George Davis 
Jr.. sometimes known as “one- 
burst” Davis because, say other 
fighter pilots, he gives one burst 
from his machine guns, and 
either the enemy plane blows 
up, or the pilot ‘bails out. 

Davis has become: so valuable 
to the Air Force in Korea that 
he has been limited to one mis- 
sion a day, and there is even 

«talk of bringing him home as an 

instructor so that he can teach 
young pilots something about his 
uncanny ability for out-maneuv- 
ering Communist planes and get- 
ting them in such perfect range 
that he has to fire only one 
burst to send them hurtling 
downward in flames. 


Here in Lubbock, which is now 
his home and where he is fast 
becoming a legend, Davis is re- 
membered as. a quiet, even-temp- 
ered man who hardly measured 
up to the popular conception of 
a hot jet pilot. Except, that is, 
when he got behind the wheel of 
an automobile. He had a reputa- 
tion for driving at high speed 
on the long, straight Texas high- 
ways, and if the highway patrol 
took out after him, they had to

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AVIS was born in a town in 
Central Texas called Dublin, 
and he was one of eight chil- 
dren. His father, G. A. Davis Sr., 
was a farmer, and during George's 
boyhood they lived in a number 
of Texas towns, including Morton, 
where George went to high 
school and played football and 
basketball. And. chinned himself. 
He was brought up by God- 
fearing parents, and it was at 
church, in the town of Maple, 
that he met his wife. They have 
two children, a daughter, Mary 
Margaret, who is seven, and a 
a George, Who is 19 months 
old. 
The ace-to-be got his first in- 
toxicating taste of flying, his 
father recalls, when he was just 
a*boy. A barnstorming pilot came 
through their part of the country, 
and young George took a ride. He 
fell in love with airplanes then, 
but it wasn’t unti' World War II 
broke out,that he had a chance to 
do anything about it. He finished 
-high school in Morton at the top 
of his class and won a scholarship 
to Harding College in Searcy, 
Ark. He attended only one year, 
however.

war broke out. He joined the 
Air Force and was sent to Good- 
land, Tex. He got engaged while 
he ‘was still in training, and was 
married in February 1943, soon 
after he received his commission. 

He saw his first action in the 
Philippines, and before the shoot- 
ing was over he had been cred- 
ited with having shot down seven 
Japanese planes, which brings his 
present total, in two wars (as this 
is being written) to 19: planes.

Bone White Finish for Furniture, 


OU start on the job of “Bone 

White” finishing by giving the 

piece a good sanding. You don’t 
have to bleach or do anything 
of that sort—just sand the wood 
smooth. ‘ 


Now you apply a coat of bone 


‘white enamel which comes in this 


shade and requires only a thor- 
ough mixing before it is applied. 
It’s best to apply two coats o 
this undercoater. : 


Allow the first coat to dry hard 
and then sand the surface lightly 
before applying the second coat. 
When the final undercoat is dry, 
you apply a weak glaze which 
you can buy at a paint or hard- 


ware store and thin yourself with 
a little turpentine. 

As soon as the glaze has been 
applied you go to work and wipe 
it off with a clean lintless cloth 
or~-a very fine and soft brush. 
Brush or wipe the glaze away in 
the direction of the wood grain. 
All this must be done gently so 
that some of the glaze is left. in 
the open pores and in the low 
spots in the wood, | 

If you don’t like the way things 
turned out, use some turpentine 
to remove all the glaze and start 
over again with another coat of 


glaze. When you are finally sat- 


isfied and the glaze is dry, give 
it a coat of white shellac for a 
final finish,

Dec. 5, and then on Dec. 13, in 
the greatest jet battle in history, 
he shot down four MIGs, two in 
the morning and two more after 
lunch, He was quoted after the 
battle as saying, “I just led my 
12 planes into the middle of them 
—the afternoon battle was pretty 
easy.” 

The secret of his battle suc- 
cess, Davis has told correspond- 
ents in Korea, “is just getting in 
there” and mixing with the Red 
fighters. “I think it’s just the re- 
sults of a lot of combat and gun- 
nery experience,” he said. “It's 
not losing your head up there, 
and playing it cool. 

“I try to get within 1000 feet 
before I fire. Any further away 
you just damage the plane. If you 
get in there close, you really get 
them.” 3

| The Habit of ‘Getting Even’

The hero of this mighty 
saga of the soul of man lived in 
the patriarchial days and, if he 
was an actual personality, and 
not a symbolic figure, he may 
have been a friend of Abraham. 

Through thousands of years, 
the tale of his fantastic expe- 
rience has persisted, its meaning 
today bright, unchanged, potent 
as ever. The form it takes in the 
Bible is dramatic, and that, too, is 
odd, because the ancient Jews had 
no theater, no drama, no place in 
their way wf life for theatrical 
pretense of comedy and tragedy; 
such things belonged to other 
peoples. Yet Job is a drama that 
could be mounted on the modern 


stage.

OME inspired poet and proph- 
Set in the time of Ezra took the 

story of Job and recast it 
in the idiom of the times. The 
answer to the riddle of “Why 
must good people suffer?” was to 
serve all future ages as well as 
that dismal present; the purposes 
of the infinite God cannot be un- 
derstood by the finite mind of 
man. But God’s justice, mercy, 
and righteousness are unchange- 
able and everlasting. 

Job, the hero in the tale of this 
anonymous philosopher - poet was 
a man of Uz, an Arabian sheik of 
immense wealth, highest social 
position, and unimpeachable char- 
acter. A large family of adoring 
children surrounded him. His 
goodness and charity were re- 
nowned; he was a perfect and up- 
right man who rendered all that 
was due to God in love, service 
and obedience. 

But going to and fro upon the 
earth and the Spirit of Evil, Old 
Satan, seeking the ruin of souls, 
enemy of mortals ever since 
Eden, marked this paragon among

S a climax of this extraordi-

And the Lord made good all the 
losses of Job. Twice as much 
wealth as he had before his trial 
of faith came to him now; pros- 
perity, esteem and happiness were 
his in plenty. Seven new sens and 
three new daughters were born to 
him. Years later, Job died full of 
years and honors. 

To the people of the one true 
God, the paradox of innocent suf- 
fering was becoming clearer— 
they began to understand that the 
Godly may be afflicted so that 
they may be brought to self- 
knowledge and self-judgment. 

There was much more that God 
had to say to Job. The words in 
Chapters 38, 39, 40 and 41, Book 
of Job are incomparable in the 
literature of the world, never else- 
where has God come so impres- 
sively alive to man.

Surely, even at the 
score, his 34% plus honor-trick 
holding demanded respect; he 
had to make some effort to in- 
vestigate slam possibilities, and 
the jump in no-trump appeared 
to be better and safer than any 
other effort. Certainly, South 
could not afford to jump-raise 
the spade bid on only the A-3-2 
support. 


The fault lay entirely with 
North. Only he could know that 
he had opened the bidding on 
shaded values, and only he could 
know about the singleton club. 
There was no excuse for North’s 
standing aside Mter he had 
“started things”; a rebid of his 
spade suit was obligatory.

HEN the question is asked as to which is more influen- 
Wiis on the character of a child, heredity or environment, 

my answer must be that there is no such problem, The in- 
fluences of heredity and environment cannot be separated. 
The budding life is nourished in its environment, or it dies 
altogether. Both elements must be counted in on any such 
question, and the better quality there is in each, the better 
for the child. 

Qualities, whether of gifts or handicaps, aré passed down 
through the generations, appearing again and again, some- 
times diluted, sometimes accented forming new patterns on 
old lines. Children are born with an inheritance from. their 
ancestors.

THIS IS NOT TO SAY that their pattern of life is fixed 
at birth. That pattern can be unfolded, strengthened for good, 
under the influence of environment. Environment is a word 
that covers a tremendous field. People, things, law, politics, 
religion, customs, all that concerns the life of a people com- 
poses environment. The pressure of life, another word for 
environment, is tremendous and it changes the set of a child's 
inheritance for better or worse. 

It is true we can add nothing to what a child brings to 
life at his birth but we can modify it so that the child is 
created again in the pattern we set by setting his environ- 
ment according to our ideal. We can teach a child what we 
believe to be good and he is more than likely to accept it for 
his way in life, especially if we begin setting his environment 
as soon as he enters it. The early years are most important 
in this process.

THE CHILD of a wealthy family has a better oppoitunity 
to profit by his environment than has the child of poverty, 
and the one of the middle group has the best of all. Those in 
the rich environment do not have to earn their growth by 
effort, those who are too poor cannot get very far because 
the struggle for bread is too severe, taking up all the energy 
and all the time, while the child of the middle group must 
work, stretch himself to win his goal and has the energy and 
the time and the opportunity at his disposal. The law of 
growth decrees that the faculty that is not used dies. Use 
creates possessions and power. Disuse the loss of them.

In both instances the usage is 
a development of the primary 
sense of this word in a source 
where we would not expect to 
find it. In fact, if you were to 
employ “generous” literally in ac- 
cordance with its origin or even 
as it was current only three cen- 
turies ago, vour meaning would 
not be understood. 


“Generous” goes back to the 
Latin “genus,” meaning birth, 
race, as “genus” is used in Eng- 
lish today to denote a class of 
objects, to which belong various 
species. Thus “generous” was lit- 
erally “full of the spirit of the 
breed.” At one time it was ap- 
plied to a person of noble birth. 

Also the iiteral fullness of the 
term would explain its use as a 
synonym for “bountiful.” These 
implications clung to the word as 
recently as Elizabethan times 
when Shakespeare wrote of “The 
generous and gravest citizens.” 

The word explains itself with 
the transference of its quality to 
its fullness of giving. Thus the 
person who in the obsolete sense 
had much became one who gives 
much.
